Census Shows Average Family 
Income Low in Crawford County

The average family in- 
come in Crawford County is 
about $7,700 less than the 
average family income 
throughout Michigan, ac- 
cording to the 1980 national 
census. 

Crawford County’s 
average family income of 
$14,449 is also about $4,200 
below the average of 20 
counties in the 10th 
Congressional district, 
which ranges from’ Antrim 
County in the north to Shia- 
wassee in the south and in- 
cludes Crawford County. 

Neighboring Roscommon 
County’s average family in- 
come is about $2,000 less 
than Crawford’s, and Kal- 
kaska’s average is about 
$1,200 more than Crawford’s, 


In Crawford County, 31. 


families were listed as 
having incomes of $50,000 or 
more. Thirty six families 
had incomes from $40,000 to 
$50,000, 369 families had in- 
comes from $25,000 to 
$40,000, and 592 had incomes 
from $15,000 to $25,000. Four 
hundred and forty families 
had incomes of $10,000 to 
$15,000, 515 had incomes of 
$5,000 to $10,000, and 158 had 
incomes of $5,000 or less. 
Concerning education de- 
grees, Crawford was slightly 
higher than the _ state 
average with nearly 71 per- 
cent of persons voting age 
possessing a high school 
diploma. About 8.5 percent 
of Crawford’s voting age 
persons possessed college 
degrees — below the state 
average of about 12.5 per- 
cent but above the percen- 
tages in Roscommon County 
(7.1) and Kaikaska (6.9). 


The U.S. census listed 
Crawford’s total population 
at 7,642 — a figure disputed 
by local authorities who 
estimate the county popula- 
tion at close to 10,000. 

The census indicated 98.8 
percent of Crawford’s popu- 
lation is white. The 1980 cen- 
sus showed 36 black persons, 
19 hispanic, 10 asian, and 42 
persons listed under other 
races, 

By nationalities, Germans 
led with 10.3 percent of the 
population. The English 
were next with 9.8 percent, 
French 4.6 percent, Irish 2.8 
percent, Polish 2.6 percent, 
Dutch 1.4 percent, Scottish 1 
percent, Swedish .6 percent, 
Italian .5 percent, Norwe- 
gian .1 percent, and Russian 
.1 percent. 

Census responses showed 
66.2 percent of voting age 
men in Crawford County 
were married, well above 
the state average of 60 per- 
cent. Sixty two percent of 
voting age women in Craw- 
ford County were married, 
also above the state average 


of 55 percent. 

Breakdown on the age of 
Crawford’s population ac- 
cording to the census is as 
follows: 0-13 age - 21 percent, 
14-17 - 9 percent, 18-24 - 11.4 
percent, 25-29 - 7.3 percent, 
30-44 - 17.7 percent, 45-54 - 9.5 
percent, 55-64 - 11.6 percent, 
and age 65 and older - 12.4 
percent. 

The number of working 
women in the county is about 
18 percent - below the state 
average of 22.9 percent. The 
number of working women 
with children in the county is 
9.2 percent - near the state 
average of 9.8 percent. 

The average home value in 
Crawford County in 1980 was 
$34,431 - below the state 
average of $45,497. The 
average rent paid in the 
county was $218 - below the 
state average of $250. 
Kaikaska County’s average 
rent was aiso $250. Roscom- 
mon County’s average rent 
was $197. About 15 percent of 
the people in Crawford Coun- 
ty rent and about 85 percent 
own homes.

School Millage Reduced 
By .14 Mills for 198

Crawford AuSable School 
District millage will be 
reduced slightly on tax bills 
this summer and winter 
because of the Michigan Tax 
Limitation Amendment 
commonly called the Head- 
lee Amendment. 

School millage will be cut 
a total of .14438 mills on 1984 
summer and winter tax bills. 
The amount the amendment 
saves taxpayers is $21,631. 
The school district’s opera- 
tional millage will drop from 
24.1 to 23.95562 mills. The 
debt retirement millage 
stays the same at 2.22 mills. 

The Headlee Amendment 
Says overall property tax 
revenues may not increase

Richard K. Nelson Retires 
from Dept. of Corrections 


Richard K. Nelson, a Lan- 
sing resident who has been in 
charge of the state’s proba- 
tion, parole and halfway 
house program since 1975, 
retires from his position on 
June 29. 

The 56-year-old deputy 
director in the Department 
of Corrections is finishing up 
a career spanning nearly 31 
years in the field of criminal 
justice and social work. 

Nelson has been in charge 
of the Bureau of Field Ser- 
vices since Feb. 3, 1975. Over 
1,000 employees supervise 
30,000 probationers, 8,500 
parolees and nearly 1,600 
halfway house inmates 
throughout Michigan. 

He started with the state 
as a social worker in 1953. In 
1954 he was hired as a prison 
social worker at the State 
Prison of Southern Michigan 
at Jackson. In 1956 he joined 
the department’s Field Ser- 
vices bureau as a probation 
officer in Bay City, trans- 
ferring to Tawas City in 1958. 
In 1964 he was promoted to 
senior probation agent in 
Grand Rapids. 

In 1969 Nelson joined the 
Office of Criminal Justice 
Programs, the state plan- 
ning agency which ad- 
ministered federal grants 
from the former Law Enfor- 
cement Assistance Ad- 
ministration. He stayed with 
this agency until returning to 
the Dept. of Corrections as

justice planning agency, 
Nelson held a variety of jobs, 
including that of deputy ad- 
ministrator and finally, act- 
ing administrator of the 
agency. 

A graduate of Michigan 
State University, Nelson 
holds a master’s degree in 
social work and was 
graduated in 1953 from Cen- 
tral Michigan University 


where he earned = a 
bachelor’s degree in 
psychology and sociology. 


During Nelson’s adminis- 
tration, the bureau’s staff 
grew from 386 persons to a 
high of over 1,200. The

The use of ‘‘sobriety checklanes”’ 
on a trial basis as a device for cut- 
ting down on the number of drunken 
drivers was unanimously recom- 
mended to Governor James Blan- 
chard and the Legislature by the 
state’s Drunk Driving Task Force. 

State Police Director Gerald 
Hough, also a member of the com- 
mission, said he will discuss the pro- 
posal with the executive office 
before the State Police takes any ac- 
tion on setting checklanes, but he 
hoped to have checklanes in opera~ 
tion by late summer or early fall.

—Status of the acquisition of the D&M Railroad Depot and ad- 
joining property was reviewed. A lease with an option to pur- 
chase is being obtained.

Hearing-Speech Therapist 
at Mercy Hospital 


May is Better Hearing and 
Speech Month and Mercy 
Hospital in Grayling offers 
many services for people 
suffering from language and 
speech disorders. Kathy 
Moss, speech therapist at 
Mercy, said the most com- 
mon type of language and 
speech disorders at Mercy 
involves stroke victims. 
Mercy handles 30-40 stroke 
victims a year. 

There are primarily two 
types of therapy, according 
to Ms. Moss, specifically 
aimed at rehabilitation of 
stroke victims. ° 

The first type, language 
therapy, is designed to 
correct a patient’s inability 
to speak coherently due to 
birain processing probiems.

Language therapy includes 
talking with. the patients, 
naming pictures and fill-in- 
the-blanks designed to rein- 
force their ability to retain 
certain words. This process 
involves repetition and mon- 
ths of training before a 
patient can regain normal 
vocabulary skills. 

The second type, speech 
therapy, involves patients 
unable to use the speech 
muscles (tongue, Hips or 
throat). Because of a weak- 
ness in the facial and neck 
muscles patients tend to slur 
their words. Word repetition 
is commonly used to correct 
this. Also, muscle strength- 
ening exercises such as 
smiling and puckering have 
proved useful, 

Both language and speech 
therapy patients receive 
treatment 1-2 times a day for 
40 minute sessions. 

Another kind of language 
and speech disorder treated 
at Mercy Hospital involves 
patients who have had their 
voice box surgically 
removed. These patients 
must be trained to talk all 
over again. Some patients 


use an electronic box, called — 


an artificial Jarynx, which is 
held to the throat. A second 
method involves injecting 
air down a patient’s throat 
enabling them to talk as the 
air comes back up. Over a 
period of time, the patient 
becomes able to control the 
release of the air and subse- 
quently their speech.
